Rio  de  Janeiro,  October  21st,   iSStj. 


After  a  long  and  painful  illness  the 
King  of  Portugal,  D.  Luiz  I,  died  at 
Cascaes,  near  Lisbon,  on  the  morning 
of  the  igth  instant.  All  hope  of  his 
recovery  has  been  lost  some  days  before, 
and  his  death  had  been  momentarily  ex- 
pected. Me  was  horn  in  1838  and  was 
educated  for  the  navy,  but  through  the 
death  of  his  older  brother,  D.  Pedro  V,  he 
succeeded  to  the  Portuguese  crown  in  186 
His  reign  has  been  peaceful  and  of  great 
popularity  in  Portugal.  lie  has  not  been 
a  vigorous  ruler,  nor  ambitious,  but  he  has 
been  sincerely  attached  to  his  people  and 
lias  done  all  that  he  could  do  to  promote 
their  happiness  and  contentment.  His 
domestic  virtues,  his  amiability  and  h 
active  sympathies  all  served  to  create  a  pro- 
found attachment  (or  him  in  the  hearts  of 
his  people,  and  will  now  excite  profound 
grief  Tor  his  death.  His  oldest  son  has 
succeeded  to  the  crown  under  the  title  of 
I).

There  has  been  a  very  animated  discus- 
sion    in    the    newspapers    during    the    past 
fortnight   over  the   question  of  permitting 
more   than   one   hank    to   emit    currency. 
Singularly  enough  the  question  lias  arisen 
after  the   Banco  National    has  secured  the 
privilege,  from  which  it  is  inferred  (hat  the 
opposition  to  such  an  emission  arises  from 
interested  motives,  rather  than  from  general 
principles.     And  not  the  least  singular  part 
of   the   discussion  is   the  undercurrent  of 
belief  that  the  minister  of  finance  will  favor 
the  restriction  of  the  privilege  to  one  institu- 
tion,  notwithstanding  the  fiicl  that  he  was 
one  of  the  early   advocates    of  a    national 
banking    system    remotely    similar    to    that 
existing  in    the  United  States.     Should  the 
present  movement    succeed,    the   ultimate 
result   will    be    the   creation    of  one   great 
blinking  institution,  with  branches  through- 
out the  empire,  which   will   enjoy  the   sole 
privilege  of  issuing  notes,  and  which  will  in 
a    few   brief  years   succeed    to   the   virtual 
control  of  the  country.    The  tendency  is 
serious  and  dangerous  to  an  extreme,  and 
unless  checked  at  once  will  be  the  source  of 
infinite  trouble  to  Brazil  in  the  future. 


What  is  the  matter  with  our  Santos  contem- 
poraries, anyway  ?  The  name  of  Sr.  Manoel 
Joaquim  Barbosa  has  never  been  mentioned 
in  these  columns  before  to-day.  In  fact, 
we  have  never  head  his  name  mentioned 
until  the  Correio  tells  us  that  we  have  been 
making  a  "most  unjust  accusation"  against 
him !  Now,  colleague,  what  accusation 
have  we  been  making  ?  We  do  not  know 
Sr.  Barbosa,  and  we  know  nothing  of  his 
administration  of  a  telegraph  office  in 
Santos !  We  do  not  even  know  what 
telegraph  office  he  is  in  !  How  could  we, 
therefore,  accuse  him  of  anything,  either 
justly  or  unjustly?  Perhaps  our  colleague 
has  discovered  a  hidden  meaning  in  the 
statement  that  the  business  men  of  Rio  and 
Santos  had  suffered  great  prejudices  through 
the  recent  suspension  of  cable  communica- 
tion up  the  coast.  If  so,  then  a  second 
perusal  of  the  article  in  question,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  friend  who  understands  Eng- 
lish, will  prove  to  the  editor  of  the  Correio 
that  the  worthy  telegraph  agent  at  Santos 
was  not  referred  to,  cither  directly  or  in- 
directly. The  government  and  the  director- 
general  of  the  state  telegraphs  were  criticised 
for  forbidding  much-needed  improvements 
in  the  coast  cable  service— and  that  was  th< 
sum  and  substance  of  all  our  transgression, 
If  the  Correio  cares  to  get  the  concensus  of 
opinion  in  Santos  on  our  position  in  that 
matter,  we  shall  be  pleased  to  have  him  do 
so  and  publish  the  results  fully.

Many  retailers  have  been  sur- 
prised at  the  firmness  of  the  market  for  Brazilian 
coffee  in  Ihe  face  of  the  large  world's  visible  supply 
of  coffee,  which  stood  al  3,096,5X9 
'  ■  -gainst  2,431,935  bags  at  Mine 
while  (he  present  supply  ap- 
pears in  ne  ample  for  all  requirements  fin  some 
time,  il  mtisl  be  rememberer!  thai  a  good  deal 
depends  upon  the  prospects  of  the  growing  crop. 
If  that  should  I  urn  out  badly  the  holding  interest 
would  undoubtedly  not  only  insist  upon  present 
prices,  but  even  higher  rules  would  he  demanded 
wilhagood  chance  of  obtaining  them.  It  is  too 
early  yet  to  base  calculations  on  the  growing  crop, 
eceived  up  to  dale  has  been  of  an 
unfavorable  tenor,  and  foreshadows  a  light  yield  as 
ft  result  ,.f  hail  weather.

—The  grand,  hall  offered  to  the  officers  ol  the 
Chilian  ironclad  Almiranie  Cochiane,  which  was  to 
have  taken  place  on  Ilha  Fiscal  on  Saturday  even- 
ing  last,  was  postponed  on  the  171I1  because  of  the 
critical  condition  of  the  King  of  Portugal. 

—Our  convict  fathers,  incorporated,  went  off  to 
call  on  the  Chilian  officers  on  the  191I1.  The 
honor  was  duly  appreciated,  but  we  understand 
that  the  guns  had  lo  he  lashed  fast  to  keep  our 
aldermen  from  "annexing"  a  lew  of  them. 

— It  is  said  that  pensions  are  to  be  granted  lo 
the  widows  of  Visconde  do  Rio  Bianco  and  .Senator 
Carrao,  and  to  the  daughters  of  Senator  Autao.

James  Marsden,  manager  and  partner  in  the  well- 
known  house  of  I'hipps  Brothers  &  Co.,  which 
look  place  on  the  morning  of  the  171I1  insl,  al  his 
residence  in  Rua  das  Larangeiras.  Mr.  Marsden 
bad  been  for  many  years  a  resident  of  ibis  cily  and 
was  highly  esteemed  in  business  circles  and  by  a 
host  of  warm  personal  friends.  Mis  death  was 
caused  by  a  paralysis  ol  the  heart,

171I1  inst,  He  was  a  prominent  and  popular 
member  of  the  conservative  party,  a  native  of  Siio 
1'auhi,  which  province  he  represented  in  ihe  Senate, 
and  had  Iwice  occupied  positions  in  the  imperial 
cabinet,  lie  was  minister  of  agriculture  in  the 
Joao  Alfredo  cabinet  which  passed  the  abolition 
Jaw  of  188S.  He  was  born  in  1833,  and  was  still 
in  the  prime  of  life. 

—Regarding  the  accident  lo  ihe  New  Zealand 
steamer  Coptic,  of  Ihe  Shaw  Savill  &  Albion  Co., 
which  was  briefly  noticed  in  our  last,  the  following 
particulars  have  transpired.  The  steamer  struck 
upon  Mai  island  just  outside  the  Sugar  Loaf  at  8 
minutes  past  i  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  [2th, 
tearing  open  a  large  bole  in  her  bows  forward  of 
the  first  bulkhead,  and  also  breaking  through  the 
same.
